Records — radio — TV — movies 
— almost everywhere you turn in the 
entertainment world you come upon 
Frankie Laine. “A lucky guy,” is 
probably one of your thoughts of him. 
“Look at his success, his popularity,” 
you say. “Some people are just born 
under a lucky star.” 


But if you told that to Frankie 
himself, you’d probably get a tight 
smile and not much comment. Then 
someday, if you came upon the real 
story of one of our finest “pop” 
singers, you’d grow crimson with 
embarrassment. Because if there was 
ever a rags-to-riches tale, Frank Paul 
LoVecchio (Frankie’s real name), son 
of a Chicago barber, is it. For seven- 
teen years he buckéd show business’ 
success ladder with no success. Then 
like in a dream, he was there. Seven- 
teen years is a long time. Not many 
people could stand the heartache and 
despair that ‘can be crammed into so 
many years. A lot of things can 
happen to make you quit. A lot of 
things did happen to Frankie Laine. 


At the age of fifteen he made his 
singing debut in a church choir. At 
twenty four he was still “nothin,” to 
coin a Pearl Bailey phrase. Then 
Perry Como got him a job in Cleve- 
land, from where he went to New 
York. He got brushed off. He was 
still a “nobody.” 


He stayed in New York living on 
next to nothing and five dollars a 
week he made at WIN S. At twenty- 
six he received a job with NBC to 


sing on sustaining programs. He was 


due to. start on December > 3, ee but 
ina ae Sa eelie 5 s i 


never got his’ mouth open. That was 
the day that World War II began and 
all sustainers were cancelled. It was 


eleven years now that Frank had been. 


singing and he was still “nowhere.” 
But he managed to grab a job on a 
South American cruise.. Before it 
started he went home to attend his 
brother’s wedding, got into an ac- 
eident and was laid up for eight 
months. When he was well, he was 
booked in Cleveland, but after hitch- 
hiking there, found the job was gone. 


Frankie had passed the twenty- 
eight year mark now, and he was 
disgusted. He then went to work 
in a defense plant, and wrote songs 
on the side. One, “It Only Happens 
Once,” caught on. It led to a meeting 
with Carl Fischer, his present ac- 
tompanist, conductor, and arranger. 
They wrote “We'll Be Together 
Again,” and had it published, only to 
have the publisher go out of business. 


Enough? Not yet. He changed his 
style from the smooth- ballad to what 
it is today. He worked at everything 
he could find and sang when he 
could. He was thirty-three when he 
landed a job in Hollywood. A Mercury 
Records man heard him, and he was 
signed to cut the back side of ‘Pickle 
In The Middle.” He sang “I May Be 
Wrong.” The “Pickle” turned sour, but 
“I May Be Wrong” wasn’t. It was 
all easy. after that.

I received a box of new 
records recently from one of the 
major companies. Just for fun I 
counted them, breaking them down 
into the following classifications:

The shipment con- 
tained 18 records and of that number 
three were by bands, thirteen by 
vocalists, and two by vocal groups. 


The fact is. that there’s really nothing 
wrong with the band situation as far 
as the record companies are concern- 
éd. They’re in the business to sell
